Six nabbed in child porn bust

arrests Police raided homes 
across Nova Scotia yester¬ 
day, arresting six metro 
men over child-pom accusa¬ 
tions as part of a nation¬ 
wide Internet sex abuse 
sweep. 

Members of the Internet 
Child Exploitation Unit 
searched nine residences: 


seven in FIRM, one in Mount 
Uniaclce and one in 
Kentville. Six men aged 18 
to 50 were arrested and 
computers seized. 

Four of the men were re¬ 
leased but will later appear 
in court to face charges of 
possession, accessing and 
distribution of child pornog¬ 
raphy. Two men were re¬ 
leased without charges. Po¬ 
lice wouldn’t say where the 
men charged were from. 


Earlier in the week, RCMP 
arrested a man in North 
Sydney and a man from 
Westville, Pictou Co., as part 
of the same operation. 

Police don’t suspect any 
of the men of having inap¬ 
propriate contact with chil¬ 
dren in person. 

But “these on-line images 
and videos contain real vic¬ 
tims; real children,” said 
RCMP Superintendent John 
Bilinski.

Group ap¬ 
pealed the decision before 
the Nova Scotia Utility and 
Review Board, and Thurs¬ 
day they ordered council to 
approve the Waterside de¬ 
velopment. 

“It’s not the approach 
council hoped for but the 
process is one that must be 
respected,” Mayor Peter Kel¬ 
ly said yesterday. 

Council now has two 
choices: either follow the 
UARB’s order to approve 
the Armour Group develop¬ 
ment, or take the matter to 
the Nova Scotia Court of Ap¬ 
peal. 

“Right now it would be 
premature to speculate 
how council might go,” Kel¬ 
ly said. 

Kelly added that the 
UARB considered the eco¬ 


nomics for Armour Group 
and the municipality, 
which council didn’t look 
into. He said council fo¬ 
cused strictly on the plan¬ 
ning elements when they 
voted. 

“We dealt with it as we 
deemed appropriate based 
on the planning interpreta¬ 
tions of the current rules,” 
he said. “The board didn’t 
see it in the same light and 
that process we must re¬ 
spect.” 

But in the 
UARB’s deci¬ 
sion, it states 
Waterside fit 
the intentions 
of the Munici¬ 
pal Planning 
Strategy 
(council’s cur¬ 
rent rules for 


developments). 

While the mayor was less 
than thrilled by the deci¬ 
sion, Deputy Premier Angus 
Maclsaac said Thursday he 
was quite pleased. 

“I think it’s one that will 
allow us to move forward 
with respect to providing 
the level of office space we 
need in Halifax.” 

He said it’s rare when the 
province steps into a mu¬ 
nicipal matter and it was 
appropriate in this case 
with job creation at stake. 

“We took the decision we 
took and we’d do it again,” 
he said.

No new info 
in search for 
missing cabbie 

INVESTIGATION Police 
searched for new evidence 
in the missing cabbie case 
Thursday, but only uncov¬ 
ered a pit and pile of rocks. 

Officers combed an area 
of Johnson Road in Cherry 
Brook because of informa¬ 
tion that came up in the 
course of the investigation 
surrounding the disappear¬ 
ance of Sergei Kostin. 

“We weren’t looking for 
anything 
specific, but 
we believed 
we may find 
evidence out 
there and 
when we 
went out, 
we 

discovered a 
number of things that were 
initially of interest to those 
searching,” said Const. Jeff 
Carr, spokesman for the 
Halifax Regional Police. 

One of those items was a 
rock pile that looked like it 
was covering something, 
but it turned out to be just 
a pile of rocks. There was 
also a hole in the ground 
that raised suspicions. 

“We are still curious as to 
why it’s there,” said Carr, 
but he added it may have 
been from water-table test¬ 
ing in the area. 

There are no immediate 
plans for another search, 
he said. 

Kostin, a 40-year-old 
driver for Bob’s Taxi, was 
last seen on Jan. 17 when 
he was sent to pick up 
passengers on Gaston Road 
in Dartmouth. Three days 
later his burned taxi was 
found empty at the end of 
Downey Road in North 
Preston.

31 Maritime jobs lost 
as CBC reveals cutbacks 


Radio's Maritime Noon losing five of seven staff members

CBC dropped the axe on 
Maritime Noon Thursday 
as radio took the brunt of 
cutbacks across the region. 

CBC is chopping 31 Mar¬ 
itime jobs, including 11 in 
Halifax. Maritime Noon is 
losing five of its seven staff 
and will be cut to a one- 
hour call-in show without 
its correspondents in Syd¬ 
ney, New Brunswick and 
P.E.I. The Sydney station 
will lose six jobs in total. 

Host Costas Halavrezos 
and his team got word just 
before going on air. 

“You keep your chin up 
and do the show ... but it’s 
very hard,” he said. 

“It’s really not about us, 
I’m thinking more about 
the service to three Mar¬ 
itime provinces — that’s 
two million Canadians. 
There’s no program like it 
in the CBC.” 

The veteran journalist, 
who joined CBC Radio in 
the mid-70s, doesn’t even 
know if his job is secure. 

“We knew the cuts were 
coming, but we had no idea 
our program would be sin¬ 
gled out in this way,” he 
said. 

He noted the entire CBC 
— radio, TV and the Inter¬ 
net — costs Canadians $34 a 
year each. 

Wendy Jones, communi-

cations manager for CBC, 
said the financial crisis 
meant the network had to 
save money. 

“This is not a happy situa¬ 
tion for anybody,” she said. 
“This is a very, very tough 
decision. These are very 
deep cuts.” 

It will take a few months 
to work out who will take 
early retirement and buy¬ 
outs before the actual lay¬ 
offs are issued. The on-air 
changes will take effect 
about September. 

Geriy Whalen of the 
Canadian Media Guild said 
it’s a devastating blow. 

“This is what public 
broadcasting is supposed 
to be about — getting the 
message out and giving 
the community access to 
public broadcasting. 
When you cut off the 
source, how do you get 
your message out?”

Budget still in works

Nova Scotia will be the last 
province in Canada to re¬ 
lease a budget this year as 
finance officials continue 
to struggle to keep it bal¬ 
anced. 

“We’re still scrambling,” 
Finance Minister Jamie 
Muir said Thursday after a 
cabinet meeting. 

“Revenues have been 
down. Take a look at the 
price of natural gas. You 
can see that, that’s one of 
our sources of revenues. So 
you know, it’s been a strug¬ 
gle.” 

But Muir insists the 
budget will be balanced 
and it will arrive around 
the same time as last year. 
The 2008 budget was re¬ 
leased April 29. Given the 
customary 30-day notice to 
recall the legislature, the 
government would have to 
make the announcement 
within days to meet that 
timeline. 

All other provinces have 
either released a budget al¬ 
ready or plan to by mid- 
April. Muir would not tell 
reports whether it would 
take a change in account¬ 
ing measures to keep the 
budget balanced. 

He also condemned the 
opposition parties for a 


“political circus” this week 
when they grilled Deputy 
Finance Minister Vicky 
Harnish for not releasing 
budget details. 

Muir said the informa¬ 
tion will come out at the 
scheduled time and denied 
any information was being 
held back for political rea¬ 
sons. 

“I really don’t think 
there will be an election. I 
mean if you were the oppo¬ 
sition parties, why would 
you force an election?” 
Muir asked. 


“Because you’re in third 
place,” offered one re¬ 
porter, citing a recent poll. 

“I don’t think we are in 
third place,” Muir replied. 
“I think in the minds of 
most Nova Scotians we’re 
in first place with a majori¬ 
ty government. And we 
should be.” 

Reporters then asked if 
the Tories had internal 
polling telling them that. 

Muir said that yes, he 
did. “I can’t speak for the 
party. I’m speaking for 
me,” he said.

Cruise tourism isn’t quite 
the boon Maritimers think 
it is, cautions the author of 
a recent report.

Global warming talk 
is so common people have 
become desensitized. 
Events like Earth Hour 
help drive home a re¬ 
minder we can’t afford to 
laugh off. And on top of it 
all, having cities in 74 
countries all go dark for an 
hour is just cool.

and turning off their lights 
for the event have flooded 
my inbox this week. Even 
both harbour bridges will 
be down to only essential 
lighting for the hour. 

And for those who really 
want to show their sup¬ 
port, there’s the rally at Pa¬ 
rade Square from 8 p.m. to 
9:30 p.m. featuring guest 
speakers, live music and 
stargazing. During the ac¬ 
tual Earth Hour, the Parade 
Square lights will be shut 
off, while the stage switch¬ 
es to LED lights.

There's something refresh¬ 
ing about a movie with a 
title that tells you 
everything you need to 
know about it. Part Plan 9 
from Outer Space, part The 
Dirty Dozen, Monsters vs. 
Aliens is all about good, 
old-fashioned escapism. 
Just don't pay too close at¬ 
tention to the plot holes 
and lazy exposition. 

The movie has an all-star 
cast, the kind only possible 
in an animated movie, led 
by Reese Witherspoon as 
Susan, a bride-to-be who 
grows to five stories tall af¬ 
ter being walloped by a ra¬ 
dioactive meteor on her 
wedding day. Labelled a 
menace, she’s teamed up 


with other captive mon¬ 
sters, played by Hugh Lau¬ 
rie, Will Arnett and Seth 
Rogan, and locked away 
from society. 

But of course, when a 
world domination-crazed 
alien (Rainn Wilson) shows 
up, the monsters get their 


chance to prove them¬ 
selves. 

While each of the heroes 
is charming in their own off¬ 
beat way, Rogan’s gelati¬ 
nous, brainless blob B.O.B. 
steals the show, and the no¬ 
toriously ad-lib-happy ac¬ 
tor’s fingerprints are all over 


his character’s best lines. 

On the other hand, 
while plenty entertaining, 
Kiefer Sutherland channels 
R. Lee Ermey’s drill ser¬ 
geant from Full Metal Jack¬ 
et a little too well, and 
Stephen Colbert’s presi¬ 
dent sounds and acts basi¬ 


cally like his Colbert Re¬ 
port persona. 

Visually, the film is 
amazing. The 3-D is spec¬ 
tacular, and the filmmak¬ 
ers show remarkable re¬ 
straint in not throwing 
too many objects directly 
at the audience. And the

story works despite its 
flaws — or maybe because 
of them. 

Ham-fisted exposition 
and sloppy stoiytelling can 
easily be excused as fur¬ 
ther nods to the B-movies 
the film is simultaneously 
lampooning and celebrat¬ 
ing — a clever get-out- 
criticism-free card for the 
filmmakers, when you 
think about it. 

And even if the plot is 
more than a little pre¬ 
dictable, and some of the 
gags more than a little stale 
(Colbert’s rousing synthe¬ 
sizer run of the Beverly 
Hills Cop theme, I’m look¬ 
ing at you), the movie suc¬ 
ceeds, offering stunning vi¬ 
suals and honestly hilari¬ 
ous moments — most of 
them involving B.O.B.

When the comedy smash 
Superbad came out, its 
stars Jonah Hill and 
Michael Cera got a lot of 
attention, but the hysteria 
quietly eluded the film’s 
true breakthrough — 
director Greg Mottola. 

Having made an ac¬ 
claimed indie comedy 11 
years prior called The 
Daytrippers, it wasn’t un¬ 
til super-producer Judd 
Apatow hired him for Su¬ 
perbad that the strug¬ 
gling filmmaker would fi¬ 
nally get his due in Holly¬ 
wood. 

“I do sort of believe in 
fate,” said Mottola during a 
recent interview in Los An¬ 
geles. “I was really stub¬ 
born that I wasn’t going to 
direct other people’s writ¬ 
ing and I really got in my 
own way. 

“(Judd’s) one of those 
guys who awoke in me to 


just say ‘yes’; to be open to 
other experiences and see 
all the good opportunities 
around me and stop ob¬ 
sessing on ‘oh, I’m not go¬ 
ing to be the auteur that I 
wanted to be.’ Once I let 
that go, life got so much 
better.” 

Of course, the success of 
Superbad didn’t hurt ei¬ 
ther. In fact, it gave Mottola 
the means to finally make 
his pet project Adventure¬ 
land — in theatres next Fri¬ 
day. It is a semi-autobio¬ 
graphical comedy about a 


group of slackers working 
in a run-down amusement 
park during the 1980s — 
or as Mottola describes it, 
“ Superbad’s annoying lit¬ 
tle emo-brother.” 

“Every character is 
based on somebody or is a 
composite of someone I 
know and little events that 
happened,” Mottola said, 
adding he’s had an abun¬ 
dance of terrible jobs to 
source comedy from.

review Beware movies that 
tell you that they’re based 
on real events. Chances are 
the moviemakers aren’t 
convinced you’ll believe 
the picture otherwise. 

The Haunting in Con¬ 
necticut, which claims to 
be based on the true story 
of the Snedelcer family and 
their encounter with per¬ 
turbed poltergeists in a 
home in Southington, 
Conn., feels about as au¬ 
thentic as House on Haunt¬ 
ed Hill. 

Unlike more subtle and 
sublime paranormal fare 
like The Haunting (1963), 
or The Others (2001), Direc¬ 
tor Peter Cornwell garbles 
the mystery and reduces 


The Haunting in Connecti¬ 
cut to simple jolts. 

The story follows a fami¬ 
ly that needs to relocate 
near a clinic where their 
eldest son, Matt (Kyle Gall¬ 
ner), can receive some radi¬ 
cal cancer treatment. His 
mother (Virginia Madsen) 
finds this lovely old house 
that turns out to be a for¬ 
mer mortuary with a trou¬ 
bled history. From the time 
the clan move in, supernat¬ 
ural events start to erupt 
on cue. 

At first, Matt is the only 
one confronted with 
corpse tampering, eye¬ 
brow snipping, creeping 
maggots and seances gone 
bad, but later the rest of 
the family begins to be 
spooked by the former oc¬ 
cupants. (Oddly, given the 
severity of the kid’s illness, 
no one ever thinks to find 
a safer home for him to re¬ 
cuperate in.) 

Like so many contempo¬ 
rary horror pictures, The 
Haunting in Connecticicut 
isn’t concerned with 
telling a coherent story. It 
just wants to pinch the 
gooseflesh. I say “Boo.”

Showcasing the diversity 
of Canadian music, hard 
rockers, indie rockers, 
crooners and comedians 
unite at this year’s Juno 
ceremonies on Sunday at 
Vancouver’s GM Place. 

“Having all those artists 
together on stage is ... the 
best way to showcase the 
diversity of the Canadian 
industry,” said festival or¬ 
ganizer and Canadian 
Academy of Recording Arts 
and Sciences (CARAS) pres¬ 
ident Melanie Berry. “Some 
Bryan Adams or Sarah 
McLaughlin fans don’t 
know City and Colour, and 
watching this performance 
is part of that process of 
discovery.” 

Since she became in¬ 
volved in 2003, Berry’s 
watched the event gain mo¬ 
mentum as it’s moved 
across the country over the 
years. Along with the two- 
hour broadcasted ceremo¬ 
ny, this year’s four-day cele¬ 
bration features a JunoCup 
face-off between NHL Alum¬ 
ni and Rockers, a free out¬ 
door Juno Fan Fest, and the 
weekend JunoFest, which 
takes place at 19 Vancouver 
venues. 

Kicking off with the 
most pyrotechnics yet seen 
on Canadian television, 
the ceremony is hosted by 
comedian Russell Peters. 



Loverboy will be inducted 
into the Canadian Music 
Hall of Fame, and Sarah 
McLachlan receives the Al¬ 
lan Waters Humanitarian 
Award. Performers include 
big name rockers Sam 
Roberts Band and Nickel- 
back — who lead the nom¬

ital age, (independent 
Canadian artists) can be 
distributed and heard

... Some things are differ¬ 
ent, but if you look at it, 
you’ll find that of the (Po¬ 
laris) nominees in the past 
three years, 60 per cent are 
up for Junos, so there’s lots 
of crossover.”

Given the current eco¬ 
nomic situation and recent 
federal budget cuts to arts 
and culture programs, (in¬ 
cluding to the Canada Mu¬ 
sic Fund, a Juno sponsor), 
the music industry faces 
challenges. 

But Berry, whose not-for- 
profit organization so far 
hasn’t been affected, 
points to continuing global 
awareness of Canada’s mu¬ 
sicians as evidence of in¬ 
dustry success. 

“We’re all cognizant of 


the economy (and so plan¬ 
ning and ticket prices for 
the Junos are designed) 
with that in mind. 

“Sponsor dollars are 
tighter as companies tight¬ 
en their belts ... But being 
an annual event (with re¬ 
peat sponsors), we’re 
lucky,” said Berry. “Budget 
cuts have hurt festivals 
and organizations, and it’s 
really a shame to see them. 
We’re hoping to see a re¬ 
versal and funding put 
back in.”

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How MP3s transformed the music business 



B ack in the days 
when both band¬ 
width and digital 
storage were pre¬ 
cious, there was a 
miniaturization race. How 


could a big, fat, digital file 
— say, a song from a typical 
compact disc — be shrunk 
so it could easily be trans¬ 
ferred down a copper wire? 

After a very convoluted 
competition and series of 
meetings to set worldwide 
standards, the winner was a 
group of scientists and en¬ 
gineers at the Germany 
Fraunhaufer Institute. And 
on July 14,1995, they chose 
the file extension for their 
new creation — .mp3. 

MP3s work by taking ad¬ 


vantage of auditory mask¬ 
ing, which basically means 
a loud sound will render a 
quiet sound inaudible to 
the human ear. And if you 
can’t hear the quiet sound, 
what’s the point of it being 
there? Why not strip it out? 
That will make the digital 
file smaller and thus easier 
to transport and store. 

The invention of MP3s 
transformed the music in¬ 
dustry. It gave us Napster, 
iPods, falling CD sales, My- 
Space and frealced-out 


record executives. MP3 
technology is also lowering 
our standards for what 
qualifies as “good sound.” 

Several studies seem to 
indicate that if you’ve 
grown up with MP3s and 
the less-than-high-fidelity 
sound coming out of cheap 
ear buds, your perception 
of what sounds “good” is 
different from previous 
generations who remem¬ 
ber listening to records 
played through big stereos 
and expensive speakers. In 


other words, the flatter, 
tinnier sounds that come 
out of iPods are considered 
by a growing number of 
people to be superior to 
the full frequency record¬ 
ings that come out of a 
proper stereo. 

For eight years, a profes¬ 
sor of music at Stanford got 
his freshmen students to 
rate the audio quality of 
various songs he played for 
them. Some were com¬ 
pressed MP3s while others 
were hi-fi analogue record¬ 


ings. And sure enough, as 
the years pass, the number 
of kids picking MP3s over 
glorious high-fidelity sound 
continues to increase. 

It’s to the point where 
some producers have tak¬ 
en to mixing new record¬ 
ings not while listening to 
honkin’ massive studio 
monitors, but through 
cheap iPod headphones.

New artists shine 

Junos put spotlight on up-and-coming musicians

Despite their recent intro¬ 
duction to the Juno stage, 
many of this year's new 
group of the year 
nominees have been hard 
at work for years in local 
bars, festivals and produc¬ 
tion studios. 

Guitarist-vocalist Warren 
Spicer from Montreal- 
based, sprawling retro 
rockers Plants and Animals 
said his band has played to¬ 
gether for seven years — 
despite only just releasing 
their full-length debut. 
During their incubation 
period, they carefully craft¬ 
ed Parc Avenue, an intri¬ 
cate, proggy roots-roclcer 
that garnered nominations 
for a Polaris Music Prize 
and two Junos (new group 
of the year and best alter¬ 
native album). 

“(With Parc Avenue) we 
had no deadlines of any 
kind at all, and that al¬ 
lowed us to work at our 
own pace. I think that’s 
the strength of it,” said 
Spicer, a Halifax native. “(I 
think) it was good to let 
things take their time ... 
(when crafting the album, 
since) you notice things 


you weren’t able to detect 
right away.” 

Beast’s Jean-Phi 

Goncalves felt the same 
way. He and vocalist Betty 
Bonifassi have worked in 
the industry for two 
decades: Goncalves as a 
producer for artists like 
Lauryn Hill and Bonifassi 
as a vocalist on projects 
like the animated film 


Triplets of Belleville. But 
unlike Plants and Animals, 
they developed their craft 
independent of each other, 
and played their first show 
together just a year ago at 
the Montreal International 
Music Initiative Awards. 

“We say this album took 
us 20 years to make ... since 
eveiything we’ve ever 
learned in music and in life

we put together in making 
this album,” said 
Goncalves. “We found it 
even more flattering and 
unexpected to see our nom¬ 
ination since we only re¬ 
leased the record at the end 
of November — so we only 
had one-and-a-half months 
to prove it (was good).” 

The duo’s hard work will 
pay off Sunday, when the 
pair join fellow new group 
of the year nominees The 
Stills, Cancer Bats and 
Crystal Castles in Vancou¬ 
ver — coincidently the day 
after Plants and Animals 
wraps up its tour. 

“It’s a nice way to end a 
tour,” said Spicer. “The 
Junos was definitely some¬ 
thing we didn’t expect — 
to be up there with Cana¬ 
dian rock royalty... I think 
it’s great that the Junos 
recognize the independent 
indie labels, since that’s 
where a lot of the talent is 
now.” 

This year’s new artist of 
the year nominees include 
Jessie Farrell, Ciystal 
Shawanda, Kreesha Turner, 
Lights and Nikki Yanofsky.

JUNO AWARDS Given the pop¬ 
ularity of mash-ups, it’s fit¬ 
ting the Juno Awards 
worked the trend into this 
year’s event — Sunday 
night’s two-hour broadcast 
crams in more than a dozen 
performances. 

Nashville-based Ojibwa 
country singer Ciystal 
Shawanda, who has two 
nominations, said her song 
flows into a chopped-up 
trio of tracks. 

“(My song is) worked in¬ 
to a medley of songs with 
other artists ... I’m looking 
forward to seeing how the 
arrangements flow into 
one another (live), especial¬ 
ly since the other artists 
are from other genres, not 
countiy music,” she said. 

Even as a six year old she 
was mingling with other 
musicians, jumping on¬ 
stage at community-orga¬ 
nized open mic nights in 
the school gymnasium on 
her Wikwemilcong reserve. 

“My dad set up our base¬ 


ment like a jam space, and 
we’d all hang out and sing. 
I’d skip birthdays and 
slumber parties so I could 
jam with these guys that 
were my dad’s age.” 

According to a press re¬ 
lease, “A classic rock song 
gets a little twisted when a 
group of male performers 
hit the stage together.” It’s 
safe to assume this gang 
includes Newfoundland 
folk rockers Great Big Sea, 
who perform with singer- 
songwriter Hawlcsley 
Workman and genre-bend¬ 
ing multi-instrumentalists 
Eccodek. 

Also performing are rock 
icon and 18-time Juno 


Award-winner Biyan 
Adams, Dallas Green’s City 
and Colour, R&B singer Di¬ 
vine Brown, singer-song- 
writer Serena Ryder and 
alt-country singer Kathleen 
Edwards. Sarah McLachlan 
performs, and will receive 
the Allan Watters Humani¬ 
tarian Award. Other per¬ 
formers include Niclcel- 
baclc’s pop-grunge, Simple 
Plan’s pop-punlc and Sam 
Roberts’ alternative rock. 

Montreal-based indie- 
roclcers and Juno newcom¬ 
ers The Stills have been 
practising with big shows: 
They’ve been in Australia 
playing arenas with Kings 
of Leon, and opened for 


Paul McCartney last sum¬ 
mer to more than 270,000 
people for Quebec City’s 
400th anniversary. 

“(Opening for Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney) was probably our 
most nerve-wracking show 
... At that point we’d never 
played to more than 
10,000 or 15,000 people,” 
said singer Tim Fletcher. 
“But when you step on 
stage, you just do it, and af¬ 
ter five minutes it’s OK.” 

Fletcher said the group’s 
soaring choruses are trans¬ 
lating well to fist-pump¬ 
ing, and while the band 
didn’t deliberately write 
songs with big venues in 
mind, the experience play¬ 
ing them is a rush. Some 
influence might also have 
crept in from childhood — 
they united in part over 
heavy metal. 

“I remember a Pantera 
show in Montreal in 1994 
— one of many metal mo¬ 
ments that locked us to¬ 
gether,” said Fletcher, 
laughing. “There’s nothing 
that brings dudes together 
and forges them in steel 
like (heavy) metal.”

Self-criticism aside, a 
Youtube clip of the Toronto- 
born comedian at legendary 
scratch DJ QjBert’s house 
proves this year’s host has 
skills. 

Now living in LA., Peters 
still follows the Canadian 
scene, singling out Shad’s 
album The Old Prince as 
Juno-nomination worthy. 
When preparing for the 
Junos, he draws on hip-hop, 
as well as on awards show 
hosts like Chris Rock and 
Billy Crystal who recognize 
they aren’t the event’s main 
focus. He feels more relaxed 
compared to last year: He 
knows what to expect, and 
Vancouver is “a far more 
forgiving city than Calgary”. 

“The Juno committee lets 
me do what I want to do — 
there are no guidelines, 
which is great, since if I did¬ 
n’t have that freedom, it 
would be really annoying,” 
he said. “At this year’s open¬ 
ing, I’ve got something else 
(hip-hop related) up my 
sleeve. I can’t say what it is, 
but it’s safe to assume it will 
be something to do with 
one of the four elements (of 
hip-hop).” From freestyle

call-and-response routines 
with audiences to remixing 
old jokes, Peters pulls from 
the same techniques he us¬ 
es when chopping up beats 
to prepare comedy routines. 

At the Junos, he’ll mix 
scripted material with his 
own reactions. But while he 
employs some 
of the tricks 
used by hip- 
hop artists, Pe¬ 
ters said co¬ 
medians and 
musicians are 
very different 
performers. 
Comedians, 
he explained,

Ty Pennington is a big be¬ 
liever in the do-it- 
yourself movement. 

The outspoken host of 
the hit ABC show Extreme 
Makeover: Home Edition 
— who adds official 
spokesman for the Ottawa 
Home & Garden Show to 
his resume this weekend 
to go along with his vet¬ 
ting of the National 
Homes Show in Toronto 
in February — thinks the 
recession will only serve 
to make DIY more popu¬ 
lar.

“And things like pho¬ 
tos create a little bit of 
life, and we all need that 
in our homes.” 

As for Pennington, he’s 
grateful to be able to have 
such an effect on people’s 
lives. 


“As a designer, you walk 
away feeling that you’ve

'Super’ secret 

New book discusses Clark 
Kent co-creatoris S&M art 


The artist who co-creat- 
ed Clark Kent and Super¬ 
man had his own secret 
identity — as an illustra¬ 
tor of sadomasochistic 
pulp books. 

“This stuff was highly il¬ 
legal — you couldn’t mail

an Craig Yoe. 

In his new 
book, Secret 
Identity: The

Madonna to adopt 
in Malawi again? 


madonna Pop star Madon¬ 
na, who has said she may 
adopt another child from 
Malawi, may visit the 
southern African country 
in the next few days, a gov¬ 
ernment official said on 
Thursday. 

Officials said Madonna 
will bring her Malawian 
son David, whose adoption 
was controversial. Critics 
accused the government of 
skirting laws that ban non¬ 
residents from adopting 
children in Malawi, which 
has been badly hit by an 
AIDS epidemic. 

“We expect her over the 
weekend or earlier than 
that... but without a doubt 
she is coming before the 
end of this month,” the of¬ 
ficial at the Ministry of 
Gender and Child Develop¬ 
ment told Reuters.

Madonna as saying that 
Malawian friends had told 
her David needed a brother 
or sister and that she 
would consider adopting 
another child, but only 
with the support of the 
Malawian people. 

Child rights activist John 
Soo Phiri said Madonna 
may find it more difficult 
to adopt another child as a 
single parent after her di¬ 
vorce from film director 
Guy Ritchie. 

“She will have to prove 
that as a single parent she 
still has the abilities to 
raise another child alone,” 
said Phiri. 

David’s father, Yohane 
Banda, told Reuters that he 
may see his son next week. 

“Someone ... told me 
that my son may be visiting 
me sometime next week. I 
am delighted, I want to see 
my son,” he said. reuters 


Anti-mafia film 
raises ire of family 


An Italian film inspired by 
the tragic death of a 
celebrated anti-Mafia 
informer has sparked con¬ 
troversy with her relatives 
and an association named 
in her memory. 

La Siciliana Ribelle (The 
Rebellious Sicilian) tells the 
story of Rita Atria, a 17- 
year-old girl from a Mafia 
family who braved the fury 
of the organization in 1991 
by collabo¬ 
rating with 
authorities 
after the 
Mafia killed 
her father 
and brother. 

A year lat¬ 
er, Atria was 
dead: Throw¬ 
ing herself 
from the sev¬ 
enth storey 
of her Ro¬ 
man safe 
house in despair just a 
week after the Mafia killed 
her protector, Mafia attor¬ 
ney Paolo Borsellino, with a 
car bomb in Sicily. 

In her diary she wrote: 
“You have died for what 
you believed in, but with¬ 
out you, I too am dead.” 

For its director Marco 
Amenta, who also made a 
documentary about Atria, 
the film is an “important 
and symbolic story.” Al¬ 
though the central charac¬ 
ter of the film is called Rita 
Mancuso, she clearly repre¬ 
sents the tormented Atria. 

“It is an homage to Rita 


Atria, but it is also a univer¬ 
sal story, a human story, 
the story of a little girl who 
fights against a big power,” 
he told Reuters. 

For him, Rita’s signifi¬ 
cance lies partly in that she 
was the first young woman 
from a Mafia family to re¬ 
volt openly against such a 
resolutely masculine organ¬ 
ization.

1 garlic clove, crushed 
1 celery stalk, finely

1 can (14 oz /398 ml) 
chopped tomatoes 

12 oz (375 g) spaghetti 

2 14-oz (398-ml) cans 
chickpeas, rinsed 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) hot sauce 
2 cups (500 ml) baby 
spinach leaves 
salt and pepper to taste 
1/4 cup (75 ml) Pecorino 
Romano cheese 


stirring, 1 minute. Stir in 
tomatoes with their juice 
and bring to boil.
